How can your business become a PGC Supply
Schedule Supplier?

A PGC Supply Schedule Contract is a countywide
master agreement with approved CBSB and CBMBE
firms.

PGC Supply Schedule contracts contain pre-negoti-
ated prices, delivery terms, warranties, and other terms
and conditions which streamline the buying process
for more than 30 Agencies within Prince George’s
County Government.

The PGCSS will
also simplify the purchasing process for County Agen-
cies to obtain targeted products and services from
CBSB and CBMBE firms.

George’s County Supplier Development & Diversity Division
The CBSB and CBMBE certifications can only be issued through
Prince George’s County Supplier Diversity & Development Division.
